Update Programs 


Of Education 


Research, 
experimentation, 
and innovation rn all phases of 
the educational program will get 
increased emphasis in District 
ll schools, according to Thomas 
B Doherty 
The newly appointed superin­ 
tendent of schools at a recent 
genera! meeting of the district s 
employees said change is inevit­ 
able. and it is necessary to try 
to understand and guide it along 
pathways to progress 
"To oppose change is futile; 
merely to drift with it is folly." 
he declared 
Doherty urged any certified 
staff member who has an ex­ 
periment or an innovation he 
wants to try to submit his ideas 
and pians for approval He ad­ 
ded that the Board of Education 
has earmarked some funds for 
the support of research and ex­ 
periment 
Some projects are now either 
underway, ready for implemen­ 
tation at the appropriate time 
or in various stages of planning 
the superintendent said Tues­ 
day 
One research project now in 
progress is concerned with the 
education of retarded children 
Dr Lase (Ieliner a neurophysi­ 
ologist from London. England, is 
working with the district s spe­ 
cial education teachers on a new 
approach to the educational 
problem* of retarded pupils 
Doherty listed two other in­ 
novations scheduled to start 
early this semester One is the 
use of lay readers to assist En­ 
glish teachers, the other is a 
programmed course of study to 
supplement regular instruction 
rn English grammar. 
Doherty said a proposal for 
keeping the Wasson High School 
library open two nights a week 
is now rn the adv anced planning 
stages This will help students 
do the greater amount of re­ 
search work teachers are requir­ 
ing. he added 
Next September the foreign 
language departments at the 
two high schools will offer a 
first-year course i n Russian 
Present plans call for adding a 
second course rn 1965 to prov ide 
a two-year sequence of Instruc­ 
tion in the Russian language, 
the superintendent stated 
“We don t expect all that all 
the expriments and innovations 
will be compltely successful. 
Doherty said. 
but we ll never 
know w hether or not they ll 
work until we try them. 
"In the last few years there 
have been some exciting de­ 
velopments in education. Not all 
of them would work in our situ­ 
ation but a lot of them seem to 
have possibilities. We want to 
try some of these things along 
with any ideas our staff mem­ 
bers think might have promise. 
he said 
"The educational needs of stu­ 
dents today are so varied and 
are changing so rapidly that a 
continuing program of research 
and experiment is necessary’ to 
make sure the schools are meet­ 
ing the needs." the superintend­ 
ent stated

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Pioneer Voices an Appeal To Save First Summit House

An appeal to save the original 
part of the Cog Road summit 
house as an historical link with 
the early west was voiced Sat­ 
urday by W 
S Crosby. Mani­ 
tou Springs pioneer who at 90 
remembers

any history book contains 
The old summit 
house has 
given way to a modem struc­ 
ture which will be opened to 
tourists next summer Since its 
years of usefulness is past, the

■ The Army Signal Corps por­ 
tion of the summit house dates 
back to 1873 when it was built 
as a meteorological 
station.” 
Crosby said .

The most dram atic and de 
tailed account of a battle with a 
Pikes Peak storm was related 
by Sgt Hobbs and contained in 
the chief signal officer s report 
of 1876-77 The sergeant. Pvt. J 
T. O Keefe and a M r 
Yates, 
described as an invalid from 
Colorado 
Springs, 
wtih 
tiro 
mules and a horse were caught 
in a storm on May 13. 1876 In 
his report. Sgt 
Hobbs said 


‘ When we 
began 
the 
last 
mile. which is the worst of the 
trail, it was impossible to face 
the wind with open eyes. and 
for the last half mile it was by 
far the most severe storm that 
either Ureenweli 'private then 
at 
the 
summit 
station* 
or 
O'Keefe, who has 
spent

months here, have ever seen 


* O'Keefe fell far behind and 
was lost to sight before I sus­ 
pected what a nest of trouble 
we were getting into 
After we 
reached the crater we could not 
see five f«*et ahead of us at the 
time and I am not exaggerat­ 
ing in the lea*t. and an eighth 
of a mile fr<»m the station I 
w a' completely lost and had to 
abandon myself to the instincts 
of Balaam, treating that 
she 
would follow the hidden trail but 
she finally went wrong, and 
w'th Y a le ' 
myself 
and 
the 
horse, was completely buried in 
the snow 


4 We scrambled out. however. 
with the animals at times sink­ 
ing to their backs, 
until 
we 
came across the telegraph line. 
and I know which way to go 
Looking at Yates I saw that he 
could not survive such a storm 
much longer, so I took his horse 
and told him to follow the line 
to the house as quickly as pos­ 
sible and send Greenwell out to 
my assistance 


* After he left I tied Balaam 
to a telegraph pole and started 
forward with the 
horse. 
The 
wind was blowing 45 miles an 
hour at the time. driving the 
little pellets of snow like bul­ 
lets. and 
time 
and 
again 
I 
thought I would have to aban­ 
don the animals to their fate, 
even when I knew 
I wras not 
more than 200 feet from 
the 
house, but I was determined to 
keep them as long as possible. 
More than ooce the animal fell 
on rocks underneath the snow, 
cutting her legs in 
a fearful 
manner, and it would be impos­ 
sible to get her started again. 
“ Finally, above the noise of 
the storm I heard 
Greenwell 
call; and when he came out of 
the darkness, a short distance 
in front. I gave him the horse 
and went 
back 
for 
Balaam , 
whom I found braced up against 
the driving wind, like the old 
soldier that she is 
“ I urged her forward foot by- 
foot, and finally housed her in 
the woodshed, where Greenwell 
had arrived with the horse 
I 
sent him out at once to look for 


0 Keefe and then began to look 
to myself and visitor. 
‘ From the tops of our heads 
to tne soles of our boots there 
was not a single square inch of 
surface that had been exposed. 
even to our faces, that was not 
covered with solid ice a quarter 
of an 
inch 
thick, 
and 
when 
Greenwell and O Keefe arrived. 
in 1.3 or 20 minutes with K it.4 
they 
were in the same condi­

animals as well as men 
were walking pillars of ice and 
snow 


■ Terrible as was the exper­

M 'isj of the men who served 
at the weather s’ation are lost 
to history 
or are mere names 
on 
official 
reports 
But 
one 
achieved lasting 
notoriety for 
the stone' he concocted — stor­ 
ies 
that, 
even 
if 
completely 
fai'e. won nationwide attention 
then and are still retold todav. 
“ The man who got his place 
in history with his story telling 
was Pvt 
J 
T 
O Keefe, who 
served at the station until re­ 
lieved for prumoMon Ort 
IO, 
1876 
Crosby 
said 
“ O Keefe 
was an Irishman with an Insb- 
man « love for story -telling On 
off-dutv day s he liked to take a 
new nip 
in 
Manitou saloon'. 
Whi'key lubricated his creative 
faculties 
“ One of his off-repeated stor­ 
ies was that on arriving at the 
summit house one day he found 
mountain rats devouring a slab 
of bacon and side of beef. 
O Keefe described them as so 
fierce he had to knock down 
the stovepipe and put his legs 
in the sections to keep from be­ 
ing gnawed When all other ef­ 
forts failed to route the rodent 
introducers. 
O Keefe 
said 
he 
grounded a battery and with a 
live 
electric wire electrocuted 
the four-footed marauders 
“ Hts most famous and most 
widely circulated story was tne 
tale of a 12-year-old girl. often 
described as his daughter, wr > 
was eaten, all except her skele­ 
ton bv the pack ra»s atop Pikes 
Peak Of course, there was no 
child or woman on the peak, but 
that didn t stop O Keefe's imag­ 
ination 
“ He said she was buried un­ 
der a pile of stones on the sum­ 
mit For many years, sightsee­ 
ing men had tourists toss rorks 
on the grave while repeating 
O 'Keefe's yam 
So. in frosh v s opinion, 
the 
historical 
background 
of 
the 
stone building, first u*ed as the 
Signal Corps weather 
station, 
and later as the fog Road ter­ 
minal. is worthy of sparing from 
bulldozers 


“ It s a part of the pioneer 
days." Crosby said 
So 
few 
genuine relics — those with any 
meaningful 
historical

tion, remain that I don't believe

Can Be Done 
With Camera

A good prescription for ailing 
home movies is to do much of 
your editing in the camera 
Some 
home 
moviemakers 
manage to salvage films marred 
by lack of continuity by care­ 
fully editing and titling after the 
movie has been shot Too few 
realize 
they 
can 
accomplish 
much of this editing in the cam­ 
era itself 
The formula basicalh n sim­ 
ple Give some thought before­ 
hand to how you can use your 
camera to tell a smartly paced 
and interesting story 
Photo­ 
graph activities in their natural 
sequence make imaginative use 
of natural titles arx! be careful 
about scene length 
Scene length depends on your 
subject Some scenes only re­ 
quire three or four seconds 
Others as much as IO to 15 or 
longer A general rule is to run 
your camera for as long as you 
would like to see the scene on 
your movie screen 
Titles are practically every­ 
where Landscapes are dotted 
with prospective title material 
erected by states, municipali­ 
ties. park commissions histori­ 
cal societies and so on 
Ships life preserves are good 
titles So are names printed on 
airliner or trains 
A child s 
blackboard, 
alphabet 
blocks, 
anagram letters or a news­ 
paper headline all can be used 
for titling purposes 
Just get as dose as your cam­ 
era and the situation will per­ 
mit and keep the bottom pressed 
as long as needed to read the 
printing slowly No title should 
be longer than five seconds, 
however 
There are several tricks to 
get continuity into your movies 
For example whenever the set­ 
ting is going to change from in­ 
doors to outdoors end one scene 
with the subject going through a 
door 
If the setting is going to 
change between two scenes but 
will remain indoors or outdoors, 
merely let the subject walk 
right out of the picture area in 
one setting and when you start 
the next scene, have the sub 
ject walk into the picture area 
Basically, though, nearly ail 
the continuity you will ever need 
is built right into the activities 
that iend themselves to good 
home movies It s just a matter 
of confining your movie-makmg

floor, formerly used as living 
quarters by the Sisters

type of service is to satisfy the 
n«*ed for medical and surgx al 
beds in the intermediate care 
areas 


The service will be provided 
in a home like atmosphere all 
private and two-bed rooms each 
with a desk. large wardn*be. 
private 
bath 
and 
telephone 
There is a lounge, complete with 
fireplace 
piped in music and 
facilities for family style dining 
or if preferred meals may be 
taken in the privacy of 
the 
patient s room 
The spe< lali/od care on this 
new floor will be of a transition­ 
al nature, with both surgical

Death of Lion Rookie 
Stuns NFL Team Players

Reeberg. 
a native of New 
York, was one of the biggest 
men m the National Football 
League He packed 290 pounds

A stunned William Clay Ford 
who recently took over as sole 
owner of the NFL club, said 
Reeberg s death came 
as 
a 
"great shock to me " Ford said 
neither he nor any members of 
the team "had any indication 
that Lucien was ill when he

Osteopathic Hospital wrhere he
